The lawsuit asks Arthur Young

tion hiring and promotiornal plan 
that Wil reflect the large supply 
of qualified Asian acecountants; 

3. Monetary trelief to victims of 
discriminatory practices. Plaintiffs 
calculate that the loss to qualified 
Asians for hiring practices alone is 
in excess of $850,000. 


Charges against all “Big Eight2 


certified public accounting firms 
were filed in June of 1973. This 
lawsuit marks the beginning of 
legal action against those account- 
ing firms that have pefpetuated 
discriminatory hiring policies 
against qualified Asian American 
accountants.

Since 1965, with the exception of immediate relatives of 
United States citizens, Imrmlgrants born in the Eastern Hemi- 
sphere countries applying for visas to the U.S. have been 
subjected to numerical limitations Or quotas of 20,000 Per 
country. Hong Kong-born immigrants are charged to the 
British quota, but the number is restricted to onjly one Per 
cent of the 20,000 figure, whbich is a mere 200. 

Meoreover, within these numerical limalts set by the Immil- 
gration and Nationality Act， Priority for consideration 1s 
given to immigrants Who can qualify for specific preference 
categories. As a result，the number of visa applications in- 
creases every year，and the subsequent waiting Period for 
Visas js extensivVe. 

The Immigration Law Project of San Franclsco Nelghbor- 
hood Legal Assistance Foundation 1S spearheading a drive to 
amend Section 202(c) of the Act. The:amendment would 
allow Hong Kong-born persons to use the unused British 
quota,， without increasing the Present worldwide quota limi- 
tation of 170,000 immigrants Per year for the 了 astern Hemi- 
Sphere. 

We have seen enough examples of prolonged family Sepa- 
ration causing untold frustration and suffering to the Chi- 
nese Americans. We commend the Immigration Law Project 
for this campaign and urge jawimakers tO introduce and pass 
this just and humane amendment.

eSometimes the public is misled by: the.publicity and the ad cam- 
paign that envelop a movie. The distributors know' what they are do- 
ing，since the campaign is aimed at the lowest common denominator 
and attracts a large audience，but the filmgoer who seeks something 
beyond action or entertainment is not stimulated to give the movie a 
try-. 

Director Norman Jewison's“Rollerball ”is a case in point. The adqs 
leadqd you to believe that the film is just an attempt to combine the 
Violence of a suped-up roller derby within a futuristic society where 
corporations rule the world. Someone who went to the movie with 
those expectations would not be disappointed， 

“Rollerball ”is neither as violent nor as simplistic as its publicity 
would lead you to'`believe. The violence is graphic, but limited to the 
track sequences. Jewison is too thoughtful a director to give the film 
Over to an endless series of rollerball muggings and murders. He?s far 
more interested in a futuristic confrontation between the prototype 
American individualist and the amorphous multinationateorporationz 
Individualism，which is so much ljauded:in Our society even within the 
corporate Structure， stands as the last barrier to world enslavement in 
“Rollerball”Unfortunately there are too many ihconsistencies in the 
plot, and the corporation:s inability to crush one manm's (James Caen':s) 
threat is Poorly explained. 

In one scene, Caen's rollerball team is prepatring to battle the Tokyo 
team in the _ semi-finals for the worid title. An Asian instructor briefs 
the team on the Asian skaters，who specialize in deadly karate chops 
and martial arts. As the camera focuses in on the instructor:s eyes, the 
了 ouston team menacingly approaches yelling their team name. 也 ven 
Whenm nations no longer exist， Jewison seems to be saying, racism Will 
still remain. It comes as no surptise when the Japanese team is the 
most brutal enforcer of corporate policy; however, it is indicative of 
the filmmakers reluctance to allow an American team such mindless- 
ness and Jewison's easy acceptance of the stereotyped notion of the 
small value accorded life by the Asian mind. It offers an interesting 
parallel to _ the Vietnam documentary “Hearts and Minds， where 
American soldiers thought Asians_ inferior because _ they assumed 
Asians valued life less than they did. In “Rollerball :to value life is a 
crime punishable by death .
